War Chief Says Italian 
Planes Can Conquer 
Mediterranean 


ROME, March 24. CPI—The 
stock markets in Milan and Rome 
crashed today following Premier 
Mussolini's abolition yesterday of 
large private industries in Italy. 

Losses in major stocks ranged 
from 7 to 40 points in the heavy 
selling by traders. 

The stock of Fiat, manufactur¬ 
ing automobiles and war materi¬ 
als, dropped from 373.5 to 347.5. 

Pirelli, the Italian rubber com¬ 
pany, dropped from 1141 to 1115; 
Temi steel works dropped from 
233 to 221; Cantoni cotton fell 
from 2140 to 2100; Snia-Visoosa 
cellulose fell from 371.75 to 368; 
Monteeatini chemicals fell from 
197 to 186. 

Bonds Steady 

Government bonds were steady 
but they eased off fractionally. 

Premier Mussolini’s "decrees of 
destiny" - to quote one authorita¬ 
tive Italian newspaper—fashioned 
the Fascist state anew today to the 
echoes of applause by members of 
the dictator’s Blackshirt party. 

Fascists accepted yesterday’s 
news on the suppression of the 
chamber of deputies, giving way 
to a "chamber of Fascists and cor¬ 
porations,” and the abolition of 
big private business organizations 
with their customary expressions 
of approval. 

II Popolo di Roma said of II 
Duce's announcement, bringing to 
fruition the corporative state he 
announced in 1933, that those who 
i heard him "could not escape the 
j impression of hearing from his 
mouth decrees of destiny.” 

More Excitement 

Imminent announcement of the 
; text of the Italo-Austro-Hungarian 
! accord gave Rome another day of 
the excitement of anticipation. 

Reports that Hungary had 
aligned herself with the two other 
signatories not to apply sanctions 
against Germany, in case they 
were voted by the League of Na¬ 
tions as penalties for treaty vio¬ 
lation, were viewed in informed 
circles as another indication of 
the development of Mussolini’s

The executive decree, effective 
for 00 clays, was published last 
night, just. 51 hours before the ex¬ 
piration of the three months’ state 
of siege, declared during the No¬ 
vember uprising, characterized by 
the administration as “Commu¬ 
nistic.” 

Simultaneously, a niimlier of 
prominent |K*rscuis, including a 
senator, a radical member of the* 
chamber of deputies, a loader of 
the* government opposition and 
an army captain, wore arrested 
in a swift round-up. 

The dec ree suspended constitu¬ 
tional guarantees, including those 
forbidding the death penalty, ban¬ 
ishment. or perpetual confiscation 
of property.

The* weather man gave a $250 - 
000 present to Orange county 
citrus growers this year. 

The gift was in the form of a 
mild winter, during which there 
has been virtually no orchard 
heating. Farm Advisor Harold 
Wahlberg did a little calculating 
today and figured out that citrus 
growers have saved $250,000 be¬ 
cause* they have not had to fire up 
their smudge pots. 

This is a rough estimate, he ex¬ 
plained, and might vary either up 
or down. 

Five-Night Cost 

There are between 5000 and 
6000 acres of citrus groves 
equipped with orchard heaters in 
Orange county. Assuming that an 
average year of cold weather 
would necessitate firing the heat¬ 
ers on five nights during the win¬ 
ter, the saving on these 5000 acres 
would be approximately $250,000, 
he said. 

Mr. Wahlberg explained that on 
an average cold night, heaters 
would burn about five gallons of 
fuel. With 40 heaters per acre, 
the consumption would be 200 gal-

“Sure I’d go to war again!” 

James E. Van Zandt, national commander of the Vet¬ 
erans of Foreign Wars, is ready to go to war again if this 
country gets involved in another European conflict. 

His statement was made to The Journal as he arrived 

here today to he the honored guest< 
at a luncheon in the Knights of 
Pythias hall here, stager! by the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars 

“Absolutely, I’d go again,” Com¬ 
mander Van Zandt said. “I served 
in the navy during the World war 
and I’m in the naval reserve 
now.” 

And, he said, another war is 
certain in Europe It is only a 
question of time until the artil¬ 
lery will be booming, shells will 
be screaming over trenches, air¬ 
planes will be bombing the enemy 
and men will be dying by the 
thousands 

“llut I don't believe there’s 
a chance in the world that this 
countr\ would get into another 
European war,” said t'omman- 
der Van Zandt. “Public Henti¬ 
me lit is too strong against it. 

However, if another war came, 

I d go.” 

Commander Van Znadt ad¬ 
dressed the gathering at the lunch¬ 
eon today at 1 p. in., his talk 
being broadcast over KVOE. The 
affair was attended by members 
of the local V. F. W. post, and 
by city and county officials. He 
was given a police escort from the 
county line. 

On leaving here he went to San 
Diego to speak at the exposition 
there.

Mr. Wahlberg said past experi¬ 
ence indicates that another cold 
snap is not likely this season, but 
cautioned that this was not a pre¬ 
diction. Once in a long time a 
cold night does occur this late in 
the year, but the odds are against 
it, he said.

LONDON, March 24, — The 
League of Nations council, with¬ 
out waiting to hear directly from 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler, voted today 
to adjourn without taking further 
action on Germany’s violation of 
the Locarno treaty. 

The council members decided 
they would reassemble at Geneva 
whenever their president, Stanley 
M. Bruce of Australia, called 
them. 

In the meantime, Great Britain, 
France, Belgium and Italy- the 
co-signatories and guarantors of 
the I .ora rno pact are to continue 
negotiations with Germany.

MINNEAPOLIS, March 24. UP) 
Tommy Touhy, convicted mail rob¬ 
ber, was sentenced to 23 years in 
Leavenworth penitentiary today by 
Federal Judge Gunnar H. Nordbye. 
Touhy, now an invalid, was known 
as “Terrible Tommy” during the 
heyday of the Touhy gang in Chi¬ 
cago. He was convicted last night 
on 10 counts of participating in 
the $78,000 robbery of government 
mail here Jan. 3, 1933. 

Tommy’s conviction closed the 
law’s accounts of the Touhy broth¬ 
ers. They gained wide notoriety 
by plying the bootleg trade, and 
baiting the Capone mob in Chi¬ 
cago during the prohibition period. 
Roger is serving a long sentence 
in Joliet penitentiary for the John 
Factor kidnaping. James, Joseph 
and John were slain. Eddie, long 
listed as missing, was reported to 
be dead.

J sale. 

| “Although the section itself,’’ 
j Mr. Lambert said, "permits any 
deeded property to be thus sold 
under certain conditions, another 
part of the law prohibits the sale 
of any property not deeded to the 
state for tax sales of 1925 or pre¬ 
viously. 

Explains Danger 

“Many persons,” he continued, 
“seem to think that they can let 
their taxes go unpaid for five or 
six years, and then make redemp¬ 
tion without incurring hazards. 
This has been true, but under the 
new law permitting the state to 
dispose of property without re¬ 
demption of back taxes it may: ion 
become very unsafe to do so. It 
is easy to lose property on which 
taxes have become delinquent. 

"Consider this: at present it is 
permissible to pay out back taxes 
on installments which may cover 
10 years. The law permitting this 
expires on April 20. After that 
date heavy penalties—1 per cent 
per month from the delinquency 
dates—will be added, together with 
tax collector’s penalties and costs. 
The whole may increase the 
amount 10 to 30 per cent over in¬ 
terest redemption permitted now. 

“If the legislature dees not :.gain 
pass this installment redemption 
law, the person with this in¬ 
creased penalty burden may not 
be able to redeem for it must all 
be paid at once. When the mora¬ 
torium on disposal of tax-deeded 
property expires on Dec. 21, 1937, 
property which has been deeded 
to the state for non-payment of 
taxes may be sold by the state to 
get it back on the tax rolls as 
buyers apply for it.

This is published as a tax 
sale by the tax collector in June, 
and if not paid goes to sale aboqt 
the last day of the month. But 
it is not until five years later—■ 
allowing a full six-year period—" 
that any action is usualy taken by 
the state.” 

The sticker in the proposition, 
according to Mr. Lambert, is this: 
The owner must pay in full, 
making up all of the back taxes, 
with penalties and costs. But the 
person who wishes to bid on the 
property has the advantage of 
buying for an outright price, with¬ 
out paying the taxes in arrears. 

“It may or may not be fair,” 
he said, “hut it is the law. The 
person who waits may wait too 
long.” 

Thousands of Orange county 
parcels of property have been 
placed on installment payments of 
back taxes, Auditor Lambert 
states, and he expects many more 
installment accounts to be opened 
between now and April 20. He 
adds the admonition that those 
who do not wish to r;lanod in line 
should write or call as soon as 
possible to get figures even if not 
actually to make payments early.

HUNTINGTON BEACH. -The 
Huntington Beach tidelands are 
again in the limelight. 

For many months a battle¬ 
ground between opponents and 
proponents of whipstock and ‘'is¬ 
land” drilling, the tidelands, es¬ 
pecially those fronting the busi¬ 
ness district of the city, would 
be made inaccessible to the state 
by a move proposed at a cham¬ 
ber of commerce meeting last 
night. 

E. B. Stevens, former city coun¬ 
cilman and candidate at the April 
election, proposed that the city 
seek to acquire title to the tide- 
lands between the east city limit 
and Eleventh street from the 
state, without mineral rights. At 
present neither the city nor the 
county have title to the proper¬ 
ty, he said. 

It was pointed out that if the 
city had title to the land, “island” 
drilling could not spoil the beach 
frontage, because the state or oil 
companies would not have the 
right of entry to drilling sites. 
Whipstock, or slant, drilling would 
automatically be halted near the 
recreational center because of the 
business district, it was pointed 
out. 

The city, if title were acquired, 
would continue to develop the tide- 
lands as a recreational center, ac¬ 
cording to the plan. 

D. E. Burry, president of the 
chamber, referred the matter to 
the beach committee for investiga¬ 
tion.

Of Prize Rooks 


CHICAGO. March 24 i/P) 
President William Harridge of the 
American league submitted his 
personal nominations today for 
the junior circuit “prize rookies” 
title of 1936—First Baseman 
Preston Rudolph York of the 
champion Detroit Tigers and Jo¬ 
seph Paul Di Maggio. jr., the 
.$75,000 outfield beauty of the New 
York Yankees. 

Harridge, just returned from a 
tour of American league camps 
in Florida, thinks Rudy and Joe 
are “tops” for the current re¬ 
cruit ivory crop. If he has to 
make a decision between them, 
his nod—very slight—goes to the 
Detroit youngster. 

Di Maggio was purchased by the 
Yanks from San Francisco, where 
he won a reputation as the best 
player in the Pacific Coast league. 
He’s just 21. York, after a trial 
with Detroit in 1935, went back 
to Beaumont and was voted the 
most valuable player in the Texas 
league when the season ended. He 
hit 32 homers there.

Two Weeks’ Fishing Trip 
Begun by F. D. R. and 
His Companions 


(Jrdinance rixes nigh 
Fee Intended to Ban 
’Fly-by-Nighters’ 

A new ordinance to protect es¬ 
tablished automobile dealers from 
the ‘‘fly by night” operator was 
passed by the city council last 
night. 

The ordinance provides that 
every dealer in new or used cars 
must pay an initial fee of $200. 
The next year the fee drops to 
$5. In addition, dealers must pay 
their regular business license. 

It also is specified in the ordi¬ 
nance that any car of a current 
year model which has been driven 
more than 100 miles and is for 
sale by a dealer, must carry a 
notice on its windshield that it is 
a used car. 

The ordinance also provides that 
contracts for sale of used cars 
must bear the wording ‘‘This is a 
used car” immediately over the 
place for signature, in letters as 
large as any other on the contract. 

In an effort to avert a sudden 
slumping of used cars on the lo¬ 
cal market, the council passed the 
ordinance under emergency pro¬ 
visions. 


The famous and tragic killing 
of Sheriff Barton and the sub¬ 
sequent hanging of his slayers 
is preserved in memory by two 
spots in Orange county Bar¬ 
ton’s hill near Irvine, and Flores 
peak near the home of Madame 
Modjeska. Barton’s hill is a low 
hillock just southwest of Irvine, 
while Flores peak is a rocky 
hill with a steep escarpment on 
one side. It cannot be reached 
except by climbing on foot. 

The story connected with 
these two spots is famous in 
Orange county annals. In 1885 
a team of horses was stolen 
from the Hardy brothers at Los 
Angeles. Juan Flores, said to be 
of a high class family, was sent 
to San Quentin for 10 years. 

Two years later one of the 
Hardys drove the same team 
with a load of freight to San 
Juan Capistrano. In the mean¬ 
time Flores had escaped. A 
woman overheard him and his 
henchmen at the mission village 
plotting to steal the horses 
again. She informed Don Juan 
Forster, a leader of the town. 
He sent a courier to Los Angeles 
to ask Sheriff Barton for help. 

Next day the sheriff’s party 
stopped for breakfast at the 
home of Don Jose Sepulveda, 
west of Santa Ana. The officers 
stacked their guns near the door 
and picked them up without ex¬ 
amining them, on leaving. Near 
Irvine a party of men on a low 
mound hailed them as friends, 
and approached. When they 
were close, they began shooting. 
The sheriff and his men emptied 
their guns without effect. They 
probably had been tampered 
with. Barton and three depu¬ 
ties were killed. 

The Flores gang was pursued 
relentlessly, under the leadership 
of General Andres Pico, brother 
of Governor Pio Pico Two of 
them were hung by Pico on a 
sycamore tree near the mouth 
of Limestone canyon. Several 
bandits were captured at Flores 


peak. They were forced to the 
edge of the escarpment, where 
they could not escape. Flores 
himself was captured and im¬ 
prisoned in an adobe near Olive, 
but escaped. Later he was 
caught near what is now Holly¬ 
wood. All the captured bandits 
were tried and hanged at Los 
Angeles. The late Judge J. K. 
Pleasants, Orange county’s last 
forty-niner, witnessed the hang¬ 
ing of Flores. It was Judge 
Pleasants who discovered the 
remains of the bandits hung in 
Limestone canyon, and buried 
them. 


TRENTON, N. J., March 24 
Dr. F. Condon, the Lindbergh in¬ 
termediary, agreed today to talk 
to Gov. Harold Hoffman at his 
Bronx home, but questioned the 
executive's “sincerity, good taste 
and impartiality.’’ 

In a long telegram to the gov¬ 
ernor following receipt of the ex¬ 
ecutive's request for an interview, 
Dr. Condon, silent since he re¬ 
turned last Tuesday from Panama, 
said he would see the governor 
and Attorney General David T 
Wilentz, “at such time as may suit 
your joint convenience.” 

Flays Governor 

Defending his activities in the 
Lindbergh case, Condon referred 
to “statements derogatory to me 
allegedly given out through your 
press representatives or by your 
agents,” questioned the governor's 
legal authority for his present ac¬ 
tivities and said: 

“Although you have apparently 
usurped the functions of the court 
and the duly constituted investi¬ 
gating officials and despite your 
unfairness, I have decided to per¬ 
mit you to confer with me at my 
home.” 

As another condition of the con¬ 
ference, Dr. Condon suggested in 
the “interest or clarity and rele¬ 
vance” the governor write the spe¬ 
cific questions hi* wished to ask 
and he would give his answers in 
similar form and manner. 

New Hauptmann Plea 

Governor Hoffman said he 
would have no comment until he 
has an opportunity to study the 
telegram, which Dr. Condon dis¬ 
patched last night a few hours 
after he had received a communi¬ 
cation from the governor. 

Both communications were 
made public by Dr. Condon last 
night a few hours after Bruno 
Hauptmann’s counsel moved to ob¬ 
tain a second hearing before the 
court of pardons, in an effort to 
save the convicted slayer from ex¬ 
ecution, scheduled for March 31. 


GLASGOW, March 24. </P )— 

Great Britain's new super-liner, 
the Queen Mary, started her slow 
journey down the Clyde river 
today toward the open sea, while 
a great throng, estimated at 
1.000,000 persons, watched and 
cheered from the banks. 

Glistening with fresh paint—the 
hull black, the superstructure 
white, the enormous funnels red— 
Britain’s rival in speed and size 
to France’s Normandie was backed 
out of her fitting basin shortly be¬ 
fore noon. 

Equipped to carry 2200 passen¬ 
gers on a four-day journey across 
the Atlantic, the Queen Mary had 
still to undergo extensive fitting 
out of the interior before the 
maiden voyage to New York in 
May. 

A bidder for the blue ribbon of 
the fast ocean travel, the Qu^cn 
Mary was calibrated, on the eve 
of her sailing, at 80,773 tons. Her 
length was set at 1018 feet. The 
Normandie has a gross tonnage 
of 82.000, French Line officials 
estimate, ami is 1029’ 2 feet long 
after recent alterations. The hull 
structure of the Queen Mary com¬ 
prises 12 decks. Deck space is 
measured by acres, and three 
turns around the deck cover al¬ 
most a mile. 


MIAMI. Fla., March 24. </P>— 
Aboard one of Uncle Sam’s new 
destroyers, the U. S. S. Monaghan, 
President Roosevelt cut across the 
Gulf stream today bound for the 
far eastern side of the Bahama 
islands to begin a two-weeks fish¬ 
ing cruise. 

The sea-going President shoved 
off last evening from Port Ever¬ 
glades. 

Late today or early tomorrow, 
the destroyer carrying the presi¬ 
dential party will meet the new 
presidential ship, the U. S. S.

POPULARITY TEST

Although growers have taken 
the sand out of spinach, and spin¬ 
ach puts “sand” in children, that 
green vegetable still ranks below 
onions in California popularity, ac¬ 
cording to scorings just released 
by the California Chain Store as¬ 
sociation. 

Out of 26 fruits and vegetables 
listed, spinach ranks 15th in sales 
appeal, its closest neighbors being 
peas, celery, com, watermelons 
and berries. Onions are tenth. 

Agricultural surveys conducted 
by national and state agencies 
show that in 1935 California, the 
major sources of both vegetables, 
produced 133,900,000 pounds of 
onions and 116,602,000 pounds of 
spinach. 

A western chain store organiza¬ 
tion that sells approximately 10 
per cent of the farm produce grown 
in California, found that the de¬ 
velopment by children of a real 
liking for the iron, calcium and 
vitamin in spinach may cause a re¬ 
alignment of positions soon. Com¬ 
paring the figures of 1935 with 
those of 1934 it was found that 
onion production increased less 
than 12 per cent while that of 
spinach showed a gain of better 
than 30 per cent.

Charges of "drunkenness, Inef¬ 
ficiency in management, poor 
janitorial service, dishonesty, in¬ 
timidation of inmates who fear to 
criticize or tell what they know, 
and political bullying at election 
times" were probed recently by 
threu California clubwomen. 

Amused by complaints received 
from residents In the vicinity of 
the State Industrial Home for 
Adult Blind in Oakland, a quiet 
investigation was made by Mrs. 
Edward W. Gillis of Princeton, 
chairman of institutional relations; 
Mrs. Harry Geballe of San Fran¬ 
cisco, and Mrs. Wallace Mereacle 
of Oakland. 

Mrs. Gilas reported that there 
was found sufficient evidence of 
unqualified supervision and mis¬ 
management to Justify asking 
Governor Merriam for an official 
Investigation of conditions in this 
home. 

"We have concluded," states 
Mrs Gillis, "that Inmates fear hav¬ 
ing their names used unless they 
have assurance it will not cost 
livelihood or cause suffering of 
loved ones; also some of blind are 
bitter and skeptical about desire 
of politicians to help. We feel 
there is basis for complaints about 
janitor ial service and about quality 
of some foods and, too, that there 
is basis for complaints about ad¬ 
ministrative inefficiency.” 

As a result of these findings, a 
letter was sent to Governor Mer¬ 
riam, signed by Mrs. James, presi¬ 
dent., and Mrs. George H. Hall, 
asking that he appoint a special 
committee to investigate the mat¬ 
ter; that the investigation bo con¬ 
ducted by persons from other parts 
of the state so as to eliminate lo¬ 
cal politics, that it be judicial so 
that the Inmates will have the as¬ 
surance that their testimony will 
not later cost them their liveli¬ 
hood and shelter in the home, and 
as a further assurance that their 
testimony will be fearless, it was 
suggested that regardless of the 
findings of the committee, the 
staff of the home be transferred 
to some other state institution. 

The matter will again be taken 
up at the state convention in Sac¬ 
ramento in May at which time it 
is hoped the governor’s plans for 
this Investigation will be an¬ 
nounced.

Mold for Career 

One infers from this that Bob 
is slightly more than dissatisfied 
with his film assignments. More 
than this, he is frankly gloomy 
that his contract calls for three 
more years, although he has some 
enthusiasm for a future picture , 
based on Stevenson's "Suicide j 
Club.” 

Before he became a star, he 
said, he had better parts. There 
was that weakling in "The Big 
House," for instance and his role j 
with Norma Shearer in "Strangers i 
May Kiss." But the latter, unfor- j 
tunately. set the mold for his fu- | 
ture career, he thinks. The work 
he relished most in films, he said, 
was a single scene in Clarence 
Brown's "Night Flight”—a short 
scene in which an aviator, tired 
out, stepped from an airplane. 

With him, he insists, it is not 
the old story of the comic aspir¬ 
ing to play Hamlet. 

To Satisfy Kgo 

‘‘I don’t want to do Ibsen, Chek¬ 
hov, Shakespeare—I’d like to do 
'The Prisoner of Zenda,’ ” said 
the prisoner of Metro. “Or ‘The 
Light that Failed’ or . . ." He 
named other “interesting charac¬ 
ters." 

Montgomery holds that few act¬ 
ors—of the stage, at least—took 
up acting primarily as a highway 
to big money. They do it, he 
says, to express themselves, to 
satisfy ego.

“I can't say I’m working for 
money any more,” he said, "for 
taxes are taking most of that.

TRIESTE, March 24 (Ah—Deep 
in the grottoes ot Postumla, Ital¬ 
ian scientists are measuring the 
tidal waves produced in the earth’s 
dry crust by the gravital pull of 
the moon. 

Caused by the same force that 
rolls up tides at sea, these land 
waves are infinitesimal and can be 
recorded only by extremely deli¬ 
cate instruments!. 

To "see” the earth's undulations, 
young scholars working under 
Prof. Camera of Naples mounted 
their apparatus ir. caves protected 
from surface jars by layers of solid 
rock. 

One set of mirrors is fixed to 
the rock of the cavern and another 
swings ever so slightly as tha 
earth's surface rises and falls. Re¬ 
flected light thus traces the move¬ 
ment on rolls or sensitized paper.
